RED CROSS URGED TO AID IN 
JOINT RELIEF COL- 
LECTION. 


The American Red Cross has join- 
ed seven other organizations in the 
establishment of the European Relief 
Council, through which the American 
people are to be asked to contribute 
funds to meet the immediate relief 
needs of millions of children in Eas- 
tern and Central Europe. Three and 
one-half million children, it is esti- 
mated, must be fed and cared for in 
a medical way this Winter to pre- 
vent a- tragedy even greater than 
those of the years of war through 
which the world has just passed. 

The sum necessary to meet the re- 
lief needs of the children of Europe 
has been set at thirty-three million 
dollars. Of this amount twenty 
three million dollars will be needed 
to meet the demand for simple feed- 
ing and will be expended under the 
general supervision of the American 
Relief Administration. Ten million 
dollars is needed to extend the med- 
ical and nursing work, which will be 
in special charge of the Red Cross, in 
cooperation with the other agencie 

It should be remembered by mer 
bers of the Red Créss that the 
Fourth Roll call, which we had re- 
cently, was for the purpose of main- 
taining the organization for the en- 
suing year and that the annual dues, 
which provide for the carrying on 
of the regular peace-time program, 
are not available to meet a great 
emergency, such as confronts us in 
connection with the child . problem 
of Europe. Never, in any emergency 
does the American Red Cross fail to 
do its part, and’the emergency ser- 
vice of the immediate present is to 
provide a fund for the carrying out 
of the general relief work that ‘is 
to be rendered by several agencies. 

Supt. Smith and Fred Alexander 
have been appointed by the Crawford 
County Chapter to collect funda for 
helping this worthy cause. If any- 
one wishes to make donations and 
are not called upon, kindly call either 
of the above named parties. The 
period,’ December 19th to January 
16th has been designated for the 
carrying ‘on of the nation-wide col- 
lection to finance the relief work that 
must be performed.

Statement Obtained by C. F. Metcalf, 
in the Presence of Clifford .

Last week we published an account 
of a young man giving his name as 
Anderson and later:as Culp, who 
claims to have been hit by an auto 
and injured necessitating aid from 
the poor commissioners of Roscom- 
mon. The Herald-News of Roscom- 
mon had the following to say about 
the matter. in the issue of Jast week: 

Auto Accident Fake? 

The supposed auto accident occurr- 
ing on the gravel road in Gerrish 
township on Wednesday evening of 
last week in which a young man giv- 
ing his name as Leo Anderson was 
supposed to have been seriously in- 
jured, now has the appearance of be- 
ing a hoax or frame-up. He was 
found laying beside the road appar- 
ently suffering intense pain and re- 
moved to a farm house where he re- 
lated the story of being hit by a

Buick roadster, later being rushed to 
the Grayling hospital. Examination 
found no bones broken although 
seeming to suffer much pain in- the 
chest and: kept up a continual spell 
of groaning. Saturday night he

what had transpired or how he got 
to the hospital. He then gave his 
name as Sherman Culp, stating that 
his home was in Grand Rapids. " Be- 
ing tipped off that things were not 
right the sheriff and prosecutor vis- 
ited the hospital Monday and to their 
surprise found him walking: around. 
Confronted by the officers he told 
conflicting stories regarding the sup- 
posed accident, partly admitting the 
story as untrue but stating that he 
was- subject to epileptic fits. Tues- 
day the sheriff brought him back here 
on a warrant charging him with ob- 
taining services under false pretense 
and he was bound. over to circuit 
court for trial.

I, Sherman Culp, was taken in cus- 
tody by Sheriff Johnson of Roscom- 
mon County, placed’ under arrest, 
taken to the County jail at Roscom- 
mon from the Mercy hospital, Gray- 
ling. While being transported to the 
jail from hospital, I was handcuffed. 
This was on the afternoon of Decem- 
ber 7th, 1920.-

room of the Roscommon County jail, 
where I was confined, and said to 
me“Culp I want to talk to you.

LINE OF FRIENDS 
MARK TRADE ROUTE 


Hearings in a dozen cities of both 
countries by the United Stutes and 
Canadian joint commission to consider 
connecting the St. Lawrence river and 
the Great Lakes by a canal system 
uwukened a new Jnuterest in the nearly 
4,000 miles of border that separates 
this country from its neighbor to the 
north, 

The boundary between the two great 
English-speaking countries of America, 
giving them joint ownership of some 
uf the greatest lukes in the world, as 
well as a river of prime finportance, 
holds possibilities for development 
overlooked by many of the citizen- 
stockholders on both sides of the line. 
The single scheme now under discus- 
ston for the construction of cunals to 
handle ocean-going ships foreshadows 
a work that would rival in magnitude 
and importance even the epoch-making 
engineering feats at Panama. With 
huge cunuls connecting the waters of 
the Great Lakes and the St. Lawrence, 
ships capable of negotiating any 
weather could sail with the ore, coal 
and grain of the western United 
States and Canada, directly to any 
port of the Seven seas. 

Discussion by the two countries of 
the feasibility of engaging jolutly 
in the development of their border 
waters fs In contrast with some of the 
stormy incidents in which the boun- 
dary has figured. Known in recent 
years as “the border without forts.” 
and come at last to be regarded as a 
Une of amity and friendship, it is per- 
haps not generally realized now that 
until the cumulative efforts of yeurs 
resulted not long ago In the settlement 
of some long-standing disputes, the 
United States-Canadian boundary was 
the source of almost continual misun- 
derstanding. Many. times there were 
unpleasant Incidents, twice the coun- 
tries were on the verge of war, and for 
well over a hundred years after the 
close of the Revolutionary war diplo- 
mats, commissioners, and even neutral 
kings and emperors acting as arbitra- 
tors were kept busy trying to straight- 
en out the many snaris into which a 
border line can become tangled. 

Much of the trouble in regard to the 
boundary resulted from ignorance of 
the geography of the country on the 
part of the early negotiators. The 
St. Croix river which the earliest 
treaty stated should form the eastern } 
line of Maine at the very starting polnt 
of the International boundary was not 
satisfactorily {identified at first, and 
this caused friction for some years. 

A second geographical error—the as- 
sumption that the Lake of the Woods 
drained tnto Lake Superior—is respon- 
stble for the rather indefinite boun- 
dary of small lakes and brooks be- 
tween the two large lakes. The he- 
Nef that the Mississippi river had tts 
source In Canada, and field notes in 
accordance with that bellef, brought

KIPLING SETTING NOW 
NEWS BACKGROUND 


The Sindn Hills of Kipling fame and 
the foteresting Punjab country again 
Were brought to publie attention iis 
year hy reports of riots amony nations 
whe had heen aroused by the rumored 
destruction of the golden temple ot 
Amritsar, a principal city of this pro- 
vince, 

Punjab ts a Persian word meaning 
“five waters,” and refers to an area 
in India, about the size af Oregon. be- 
tween the Jhelam and the Sutlej, 
drained by three intermediate streanis. 
These rivers empty into the Indus, 
which forms the western boundary of 
the state. 

Situated at the northwest gateway 
of India, the Punjab has for ages been 
the Belgium of most of the military 
expeditions from the west and the trafl 
of many migrations. For this reason 
its peoples —- Mohammedans, Sikhs, 
Hindu Jats, Kashmiris and Rajputs, 
all belonging ‘to the -tall, fair Indo- 
Aryan stock—are not so sluggish in 
tetnperament and ways of Hving ns 
those in other parts of the country. 
and many of them manifest a martial 
spirit upon small provocation. Eng- 
land counted them among her most 
ydlued soldiers on the western front. 

The vast plein of the Punjab ts 
about one thousand feet above sen 
level and on the north runs into the 
“Abode of Snow,” the Himalaya moun- 
tains. At the southwestern end of 
the watershed stands Simla, and from 
it the mountains drop rapidly to the 
foothills and then to the plain. Jakko,

Here in this town, 7,000 feet: above 
the level' of the sea, in early April, 
when the heat of the great Punjab 
Plain reaches 120 degrees, most of the 
Europeans tn India gather and around 
the summer home of the viceroy of 
Indla the social life revolves, Within 
a 26-mile radius from Simia is the 
Chor, upon whose pexk, 12,000 feet 
high, a suow cup is worn until weil 
fnto May.

A MAGIC ISLAND OF THE 
MEDITERRANEAN 


Amid the trials of coal scarcity, 
H. C. of L. urd potities, it may be 
restful to read of a place where breez- 
es blow cool, but seldom too hot or 
tvo cold, and the scenery is magic; 
where people are peaceable and bon- 
est, aud there are no profiteers; where 
the women are pretty, charming and 


eusily entertained, and life moves 
along with a song! 
There is such a spot. Ten hours 


out from continental Spain on a fairly 
fast and quite coinfortuble steamer 
lies a litle archipelagu—the Balearic 
islinds, whose’ lurgest istand, called 
Matlorea, or Majorca, is perhaps the 
must enchauting corner, eve uf the 
tiost interesting and pleasing, as well 
us one of the most forgotten istands 
of the Mediterranean. The following 
account of its attractlons iy summa- 
rized from the description of an eye- 
Witness, Col, Ernestu de March y de 
Garcia-Mesa, Spanish army. 

A great painter and writer called 
It the “islaud of calm," for there ev- 
eryone moves, rests, talks, Walks and 
conducts his courtships as if the day 
had 48 hours, the mile about 16,000 
feet, and the span of human life 700 
years; so little haste do they make in 
living and enjoying life. One Mal- 
lorquin of noble family is said to have 
waited 45 years in determining to lead 
his sweetheart to the altar, with no 
protest from her, and without having 
been slain in exasperation by his motb- 
er-in-law. 

Lust summer during the latter part 
of July when the thermometer in 
Washington and New York stood 
around 90 degrees in the shade, and 
in Madrid ran to blood heat, the 
breezes fanned these {island folk to 
the tune of 76 degrees. 

Nor is this wonderful island an im- 
practical place to spend a few months, 
There are about 120 miles of railroads 
on the islund, and a system of local 
roads which permit of a traveler’s vis- 
iting many of the chief points of in- 
terest with ease and comfort. 

These people who take life so leis 
urely are not lazy, shiftless or un- 
pleasant in personal rppearance or 
manner. They are intelligent, honest, 
capable of work, sober and economi- 
cal. These characteristics preserved 
throughout centuries of uninterrupted 
peace and tranquillity have made them 
peaceable, trusting, and homeloving. 
The men are of medium height, strong, 
and agile. They have competed bril- 
liantly in many of the championship 
sporting events held in Spain, and 
wherever they have gone on the con- 
tinent their undertakings have been 
marked with success, And as for the 
women, Colonel March, in writing of 
them, says: “They possess the same 
lovely skin as the women of North 
America, features as if sculptured hy 
Phidias or Praxiteles, and they walk 
like goddesses. 3ut he laments in

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EGYPT: A DIAMOND MINE 
OF HISTORY 


Egypt annually supplies the world | 


with a precious product, an increasing 
knowledge of the early life story of 
the human race. In the wonderful 
record of exploration which has re- 
stored to us the civilization of the 
great pre-classical nations, there is no 
more remarkable chapter than that 
which tells of the resurrection of an- 
clent Egypt. A communication to the 
National Geographic society by James 
Baikle, says: 

“The sclence of Egyptology, which 
Is slowly and patiently reconstructing 
for us the ordered histary of the 8,000 
years before Christ, enabling us to see 
the types of men. the manner of life. 
the forms of government, the religious 
customs and belfefs of period after 
period, from the very dawn of Egypt- 
jan nationaiity, is specifically a growth 
of our own time. 

“We owe the framework into which 
we try to fit the facts of Egyptian his- 
tory to the ancient historian, Manetho, 
scattered fragments of whose history 
of Egypt, dating from the reign of 
Ptolemy Philadelpbus, in the third cen- 
tury B. C., have come down to us in 
the works of various ancient authors. 
He recognized 80 dynasties of Egyp- 
tian monarchs, and he teft lists of the 
names of the kings tn each of these 
dynasties, together with occasional 
notes upou matters of historical inter- 
est in particular reigns.

“The kings of the eatiest dynasties 
‘reared. no pyramids. ‘heir. tombs 
were great structures mainly under- 
ground. These huge homes of the

slaves, who were doubtless slain at 
‘his grave that they might accompany 
and serve him in the afterlife. Ttie

with pottery dishes, splendid copper 
bowls, carved Ivory boxes, golden but- 
tons, palettes for grinding face paint, 
chairs and couches of elaborate de- 
sign and decoration, lyvory and pottery 
figurines, and plaques bearing records 
of the king's valor in war or his piety 
in the founding of temples. 

“Here and there fn this wreckage 
of immemorial splendors, a little touch 
helps us to realize that these dim his- 
torie figures were real men, who loved 
and sorrowed as men do still, Close 
to Mena’s second tomb at Abydos lies 
that of his daughter Bener-ab—'Sweet- 
heart,’ as he called her—to suggest 
how love and death went side by side 
then as now. 

“The furniture of the tombs reveala 
an amazing proficiency in the arts -and 
crafts. Ebony chests inlaid with ivory; 
stools with fvory feet carved in the 
shape of bull’s legs; vessels cut and 
ground to translucent thinness, not 
only out of soft alabaster, but out of 
an fron-hard stone like diorite; finely 
wrought copper ewers, all tell us that 
the Egyptian of the earliest dynastic 
period was no rude barbarian, but a 
highly civilized craftsman. Perhaps 
the daintiest and most convincing evi- 
dence of his skfll is given by the brace- 
lets which were found encircling the 
skeleton arm of the queen of King Zer, 
of the first dynasty.”

Machines for 
throwing Water from a distance were 
kneawn, according ta our first clear evi- 
denee, in the seeond eentury hefore 
Christ. -Heron of Alexandria, 200 
years beford the Christian era, in an 
old manuscript whieh has escaped de- 
struction, deseribed ai hydraulic ma- 
chine used in Egypt during the time 
of the Ptulemies. Tt was composed of 
two brass cylinders resting on a wood- 
en base with pistons fitted tuto them— 
in its prineiples practically dike our 
present engine. Like most other 
knowledge. this was lost in the dark 
ages which followed. 

The Romans had squads of men 
to earry water in “hamae,” or light 
yases. to the scene of an outhreak 
where It was projected onto the fire 
by those in charge of the “siphoves" 
or hand pumps. The precise nature 
of this instrument has not been deter- 
mined, but from specimens found in 
excavations if must have been much 
like the old-fashioned syringe used by 
gardeners, These large organizations 
of men gave the Roman authorities 
trouble by their turbulence. ‘Trajan, 
the Roman emperor, and Pliny, at that 
time one of his governors, had long 
and serfous correspondence over the 
advisability of organizing fire depart- 
ments tn the cities under Pliny’s jurts- 
diction, leading to the conclusion that 
such groups would attain sufficient 
strength to be a menace to the gov- 
ernment. 

Mention is made of the medieval 
use of forcing pumps on fire engines 
at Augsburg In 1518, England and 
the countries of the-continent were 
‘using hand squirts and syringes at 
this time. America took her ideas 
from the Engllsh.

BIG INCREASE IN REVENUE TAX

District Now Ranks Fifth In The 
Volume of Collections, Says 
Deputy Collector Necly. 


Detroit. — Michigan’s automobile 
centers in the first internal revenue 
district, comprising 39 counties in the 
eastern part of the state, produced 
non-commercial cars, trucks and ac- 
cesgories to the value of $1,249,506,- 
914.57 during 1920, according to fig- 
ures compiled by Deputy Collector 
Clarence Neely. 

The estimate is based on the col- 
lection of the & per cent tax on pas- 
senger cars, the 3 per cent levy on 
trucks aud the 6 per cent collected 
from the manufacturers of acces- 
sories by the federal government. 

According to Mr. Neely’s report 
the total collections of internal rev- 
enue in the first Michigan district, 
amounting to $258,636,659.41, is a gain 
of 117 per cent over the amount col- 
lected during 1919, when $119, 178,- 
612.11 was collected. 

This increase in internal revenue 
ig the largest in the country with the 
exception of that of New Mexico, 
where collections totalling less than 


$5,000,000 show a gain of 269 per 
cent. 
Of the total 1920 collection, the 


largest portion is represented by in. 
come tax of which $168,418,182.94 was 
collected. The manufacturers of au- 
tomobiles, trucks and accessories con- 
tributed to the total with taxes 
&mounting to $58,675,094.21. Mis- 
cellaneous collections, representing 
all other forms of internal revenue 
paid in the district totalled $31,543,- 
382.26. 

Non-commercial cars carmed by far 
the largest share of the burden, with 
a@ total of $49,211,504.25, as compared 
to motor trucks and commercial cars, 
which paid but $5,713,160.18. Acces- 
sories paid the government a tax of 
$3,751,429.78. 

The nearest approach to the figure 
set by the first Michigan district for 
internal revenue collections from the 
automobile industry occured in In- 
diana where between eight and nine 
millions of dollars were ccllected 
from that source, 

The district jumped from eighth 
place in volume of collections, as in- 
dicated at the close of the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1919, to fifth place at 
the end of the year ending June 30, 
1920. 

Yhe four districts which

CASH BONUS PLAN FAVORED: 


Reterendum Lawes Adopted by New 
York, New Jersey, Washington 
and. South Dakota, 


Four more states adopted referen- 
dum laws providing for the payment 
of a cash bonus to veterans of the- 
World war at the elections on Novem- 
ber 2, following a well organized cam- 
poign by American Legion. posts and 
various civic organizations. The states 
were: New York, $10 a month, $250 
maximum; New Jersey, $10 a month, 
$100 maximum; Washington, $15 a& 
month for service up to November 11, 
1919, and South Dakota, $15 a month. 

Twelve states, which supplied 1,000,- 
000 men to the army, have now grant- 
ed the cash compensation. In addi- 
{ion to the four named above, the cash 
bonus states are: Massachusetts, $100, 
plus $10 a month to January 15, 19185 
Vermont, $10 a month, maximum of 
12 months; New Hampshire, $1005. 
Minnesota, $15 a month, maximum of 
$100; Wisconsin, $10 a month, mini- 
mum of $50; Rhode Island, $100; 
North Dakota, $25 a month, and 
' Maine, $100.

Organization in French Capital Has 837° 
Veterans of the A. E. F. on 
Membership Rolls. 


Over in France where the men who: 
make up the American Legion fought 
and suffered and in the very city 
where in the winter of 1919 the Amer- 
{can Legion was born, there Is carry- 
ing on today a large representative 
post of the organization. With 887 
veterans of the A. E. F. on its mem- 
bership rolls and the entire second 
floor of a handsotne building for its 
headquarters the Paris post today Is 
making its influence felt in cartng for 
the needs of its members and all for- 
mer service men. 

One of ‘the chief benefits rendered 
by the Paris post has been in the way 
of obtaining employment for honora- 
bly discharged service men seeking 
work in the capital, More than 100 
men were placed in positions during 
the first seven weeks of the post’s 
service bureau operations, Helping 
men to return home when their funds 
are insufficient is another phase of the 
work that is bringing relief to many. 

The post, which Is located in thé 
building. of the American Library as- 
sociation, at 10 Rue de l’Elysee, has a 
flourishing women's auxiliary of some 
fifty members with applications com- 
ing tn all the time. In addition to 
serving the American veteran, the 
Parts post is striving to strengthen the 
bond between France and America 
through the younger genération: of 
Paris by offering yearly prizes for the 
best essay written by any boy or girl 
In a Paris lycee on a subject which 
connects the history of France and 
America.

Luciie-Aurore Dupin, as she was born 
in Berry in 1804, was the grent-great- 
granddaughter of the famous Marshal 
Saxe. She had in her veins the bicod 
of peasant and aristocrat, which 
brought to her that understanding of 
both which pinyed so great s part in 
her future books. 

Married to a Monsiecr Dudevant, who 
had no understanding of her intensely 
romantic and imaginative tempera- 
ment, she early separated from him, 
and im 1881 made her way to Paris to 
make a living for herself and her two 
ehildren In whatever humble wuy she 
could. Fortunately for the world and 
for herself all failed till she discovered 
that she could write. She quickly made 
her pseudonym of George Sand famous. 
There followed a life of prodigious in- 
dustry with the pen. The French edi- 
tion of her works contains 107 volumes. 
She died in 1876. 

George Sani was na most extraordi- 
mary human being. Possessed of a 
great fund of common sense, she had 
the heart of a gamin. She introduced 
the Freneh peasant to literature with 
a rare understanding, yet she was fa- 
mous im Paris for her adventure with 
Alfred de Musset, her cigars and her 
masculine attire. She was the high 
priestess of the great romantic move- 
ment, yet she has painted the afmple 
life of rural France as no other writer 
has done. 

“Indiana.” “Lelia,” “Consuelo.” “La 
Mare au Diable,” “La Petite Fadette,” 
“Francois 4e Champi,” “Le Marquis de 
Villemer” are but a few of the books 
of a woman of genius. 


NZOLETO was a street gamin 

of Venice. He had learned how 

to sing {n Professor Porpora’s 
school. He was handsome. He had 
tmagination which colored his fine 
voice when he .sang. Consuelo, 4 
scrawny, dark-skinned Spanish peasant 
girl, was another of Porpora's pupils. 
She was plain, but had a beautiful 
voice and spirit. 


She and Anzoleto were good friends, 
nothing more, but he—nn errant philan- 
derer—was always falling In love and 
eoming to Consuelo for sympathy and 
advice. He was a rascal and an in- 
grate. 

Consuelo made her first public ap- 
penrance in the simple dress of a 
peasant girl, and her voice—filled with 
the fire of her soul—took the city. 
Everyone was at her feet. Young 
suitors sought her hand and among 
them was Anzoleto. It was the ro- 
mantic period in Venetian history, 
nhout 1650. Consuelo engaged herself 
to her fellow-pupil, but repulsed the 
others. Her gentus had won admira- 
tion; her dignity and modesty had 
won respect. 

The Count Justinian’ not only en- 
gaged her for his theatre, but fell in 
love with her and tried to win her from 
Anzoleto. She would not be led away 
and made it a part af her contract 
that her betrothed should also be en- 
gaged to sing. Her sweetness and 
fidelity the more deeply enslaved the 
count. 

Consuelo’s rival, a singer named 
Corilla, was bitterly incensed by the 
action of the count. Anzoleto pliyed 
on her jealousy and pretended to he 
her lover. Of this perfidy Consuelo 
knew nothing. 

At the first publie performance Con- 
suelo achteved renewed suecess, but 
Anzoleto was almost overlooked, 

Her teacher warned her not to 
marry Anzoleto and to prove his case 
forced her to visit the home of Cortila. 
They found Anzoleto there and Con- 
suelo was convinced of his perfidy. 
She repulsed Anzoleto, refused the 
love of the count and fled to Vienna 
on the advice of Porpora, 

A little later, Porpora sent her to 
his friend, Count Christian of Bohemia. 
to serve as companion to his niece. the 
Baroness Amelia, just come from a 
convent school at Prague. Consuelo, 
who arrived at the castle on a stormy 
night, was in awe of the count and 
hts surroundings, but Amelia, a lovely 
girl, reassured her and won her Instant 
affection. That night, as Consuelo 
came, an ancient tree on the estate. 
known as the tree of misfortune, fell 
in the storm, 

News of its fall threw the count's 
household into confusion and terror. 
“Some evil fs abroad.” the countess 
said, and soon after Count Albert, the 
son, entered, a handsome, pale and 
sad young man, who announced that 
a strange peace was about to settle 
over the honse. He smiled at Con- 
auelo, touched her hand and withdrew, 
leaving her deeply mystified. 

Albert, she soon learned, was a gen- 
tle and admirable soul, but a man of 
morbid moods which were in effect 
trances and was only mildly interested 
in Amelia, who was intended to be his 
wife, 

Amelia told Consuelo that Albert was 
not only a medium, but @ seer as well 
as a scholar and that she found him un- 
attractive. 

Consuelo, on the contrary, was 
charmed with Albert, who seemed much 
benefited by her presence. He accept- 
ed her as the consolation promised by 
an Inner voice. Her singing called him 
from his trances, transported and 
strengthened him. She became his phy- 
sictan as well as his confessor.

To avold Anzoleto she fied by night 


toward Vienna in order to rejoin Por- 
nora, her teacher. Consuelo reached 
there only to find old Porpora a master 
without a school or a pupil. 


In her attempts to secure a position 


at the Court theater she failed by rea- 
son of the opposition of the Empress 
Maria and the enmity of Corilla, her 
bitter rival. The corruption, the sav- 
age hatreds which marked the atmos- 
phere of the court and the theater, led 
her to dream of Albert and the mar- 
riage he had offered. 


At last she wrote to Albert, express- 


ing her love for him. 


Porpora, to whom she gave her let- 


ter to post, burned it and wrote one of 
his own to Count Christian. He was 
jealous of her art and desired to profit 
by it. 


Six weeks passed. Consuelo heard 


nothing from Albert, and as a sudden 
chance to sing in opera came to her, 
she accepted it. Her goodness and gen- 
erosity had won even CortHa, who 
yielded her part .to her. 


One day, while rehearsing for Zeno- 


jbla, her first great part, Consuelo 
thought she saw Count Albert in the 
dark spaces of the theater, a silent, 
flitting, mysterious figure. 


At about this time, Raron Trenck, 


the notorious pandour and freebooter, 
coming to the city chanced to see Con- 
suelo, and instantly fell in love with 
her, as did all men. She was terrified 
by his fierce manner and his disfigured 
countenance, 


One night he forced his way Into her 


dressing room, and pleaded for her 
love. He cast magnificent jewels at 


her feet and then in a transport of 


fury, seized her in his arms as if to 
carry her awny. 


A disguised. powerful man darted 


throhgh the door, seized the bandit and 


threw him down the tron stairway. 

Although her rescuer’s face was cov- 
ered, Consuelo believed him to be 
Count Albert. She called, she ran to- 
ward him, but he was gone. As she 
stood looking down the dark stairway 
the prompter announced the second act 
of the play and she went on the stage 
as Zenobia, adding to her triumphs. 
She sang now for Albert, believing that 
he was somewhere in the audience. 

Her conviction was confirmed when 
amid the flowers which fell around her, 
flung by the empress and the people of 
the court, she picked up a small sprig 
of cypress, which was to her. a sign 
of grief and despair. It was like a 
symbol] of death.

An agent brought the 
papers with him. Consuelo desired to 
leave Vienna, for the empress was de- 
termineti that she should marry one of 
her favorites.

FEDERAL FIGURES GIVE MICHI- 
GAN 46,497 TOTAL, OR 7,933 
LESS THAN 1918. 


DROP IN INFLUENZA FATALITIES 


But Four Cities of State Show I[n- 
crease in Death Rare Over That 
of Previous Year. 


Lansing.—Deaths in Michigan dur- 
ing 1919 show a decrease of 1,833 
compared with 1918, according to fig- 
ures just received by the state de- 
fartment of health from the United 
States bureau of census. The total 
of Michigan deaths for 1919 is 45,497, 
while for 1918 it was 53,320, making 
this year’s total the iowest since 1915. 

But five diseases, pueumonia, can- 
cer, diphtheria, scarlet fever and 
meningitis, caused mere deaths in 
1919 than in 1918, all other diseases 
showing appreciable decreases. In- 
fuenza killed 6,382 persons during 
the brief epidemic in 1918, and 3,02 
the following year. Tuberculosis, 
with 3,106 deaths credited to it in 
1919, fell 461 short of its 1918 total. 


Whooping cough, which is rarely fatal } 
in persons more than 2t years of age, ; 
caused the death of 492 people in! 


1¢1§ and 188 in 1919. The 1918 sul 
cide rate of 402 dropped to 366 the 
following year. 

Of 25 Michigan cities with popu- 
lations greater than 10,000, only four 
— Ironwood, Ishpeming, Port Hurun 
and. Traverse City—-show increases 
in the number of deaths Jast year. 
Detroit shows a decline in the num 
ber of deaths from 12,899 to 11,336, 
20 other municipalities experiencing 
like decreases.

cnly decreases 1 the number of 


deaths occurred 11 1911 when the 
number fell off 1,895, compares to tha 
previous year, and again in 1914 by

Taking the deaths by ages, the 
only age group which does not show 
a decrease in 1919 is that composed 
of contenarians, 17 of whom died last 
year as compared with 14 of the pre- 
ceding year.

Deaths in Michigan during 1919 
show a decrease of 7,833 as compared 
with 1918, according to figures just 
received by the state department of 
health from the United States bureau 
of census. The total for all Michi- 
gan deaths for 1919 is 45,497, while 
for 1918 it was 53,320, making this 
year’s total the lowest since 1916, 


But five diseases, pneumonia, can-| consistent with safe and somseryad 
‘fever, and| banking. 


cer, diphtheria, scarlet 
meningitis, caused more deaths in 
1919 than in 1918, all other diseases 
showing appreciable decreases. In- 
fluenza killed 6,382 persons during 
the brief epidemic in 1918, and 3,024 
the following year. Tuberculosis, 
with 3,106 deaths credited to it in 
1919, fell’ 461 short of its 1918 total. 
Whooping cough, which is rarely fa- 
tal in persons more than 20 years of 
age, was the cause of 492 people dy- 
ing in-1918 and 188 in 1919. Even 
the 1918 suicide rate of 402 dropped 
to 366 the following year. 

Of 25 Michigan cities with popu- 
lations greater than 10,000, only four 
—~Ironwood, Ishpeming, Port Huron, 
and Traverse City—show increases 
in the number of deaths last year. 
Detroit shows a decline in the num- 
ber of deaths from 12,899 to 11,336, 
20 other municipalities experiencing 
like decreases. 

Since 1910 there has been a pro- 


gressive and fairly normal increase:
